Elizabethtown, Ky , June 12.—Tbe 
campaign for the “Good Roads Amewi- 
ment" to the State Constitution, to be 
submitted to the voters of Kentucky 
at the ^ming election, was formally 
l^nched^bere to-day atameetmgod 
the Board of Directors of the Kentucky 
Good Roads Association and prominaui 
advocates uf a system of more improved 
highways in the State. 

T^ directors met this momii« to 
consider final plans of an organiiatiiHa 
for pushing the proposition and bz^MC-< 
ing it to the attentira ot the voters. 

Senator Newman and Secretary Bru¬ 
ner were appointed a committee toeo»- 
fer with the Democratic and Repubfi- 
can State Committees and secure their 
indorsement of amendment as a non- 
poliUcal quesUon. 

Further meetings will be held at 
Bowling Green, Hopkinaville and Coe- 
bin before the November election. 

A public meeting was held at the 
courthouse this afternoon, when the 
speaking campaign was formally opem- 
j ed. The speakers were Secretary ot 
I SUte, Ben L. Bruner. Judge Jamas P. 

I Gregory, president of the Louuvflle 
Commercial Club; Sute Senator J. W. 
Newman, Secretary of the Kentucky 
Sute Fair, R. F. Dulaney, of Bowliv 
Green, and Postmaster R. E.'Woods, 
of Lodisville, who told ot the^ ilation 
of good roads to the postal system. 

The Boeworth-Wyatt Good Roads 
amendment to the Constitution of j^ssi- 
tucky. which passed the last Kentucky 
Legislature by an almost unanimona 
vote, and which is to be voted on at the 
next November general election, ■ as 
follows: 

The credit of the Commonwealth may 
be given, pledged or loaned to any eonn- 
ty of the Commonwealth for publie rand 
purposes, and any county may be pac^ 
mitted to incur an indebtedDsas in ahy 
amoimt fixed by the county, not in ex¬ 
cess of 5 per centum of the value of thp 
taxable property therem. for pnbhc 
road purposes in said county, provided 
said additional indebtedness is submit¬ 
ted to the voters of the county for theis 
ratification or rejection at a special 
election held for said purpose^ in 
manner sis may be provided by inw, and 
when any such indebtedness m incurred 
by any coenty, said coun^ may levy, 
in addition to the tax rate allowed na- 
der ^tion 157 ot the Conetitutioa ot 
KentMky, an amount not exceedfaig 
twen^ cents on tbe hundred dollars of 
t!(8i apsessed value of said county for 
the Mrpoee of payipg the interest sa 
said Adetitedneaa and providing a slak¬ 
ing fund lor ths payment of said ia- 
debtedneU. 

Upder Hhe prssent ConstitutioQ, tbe 
Sute is prohibited from lending its aid 
or helping tbe countieB in any way ia 
road building. Each county, under the 
present organic law. la limited to an 
debtedneas of 2 per cent, of lU 
property. Tbe amendment nmnnard 
will remove these rest rietkms.

BIG SALARY 


Burley Soc^ Will Pay President 
LeBus $15,000 a Year. 


The Courier-Journal of yesterday says 
there was more enthusiasm manifested 
Wednesday than at any previous meet¬ 
ing fur a long time. The feelmg pre¬ 
vails that a strong pool will be formed 
and that a larger percentage than ever 
before will be represented. Those who 
have stood aloof in the past and refused 
to join now recognize the gre^ work 
done by the society and are eager to 
enroll themselves with it. The form of | 
the pledge is being reconsidered and 
will be given out soon. The details are I 
being so arranged as to profit from the 
eitperience of the past and to eliminate 
all friction, waste and inequality, and 
to give greater system to tbe work of 
the board. Clarence LeBus, who had I 
been at the head of the Burley Tobacco 
Society, but who resigned some time 
ago, is again at the helm of that organ¬ 
ization as a result of a meeting of the 
body held at Wincheater Wednesday. 
Not only does Mr. LeBus take up the 
work of the society agaiB, but he ia to 
receive a handsome renumerntion for 
past work and a handsomer salary for 
his services in the future. According to 
authentic informatiop. tbe details of 
the salary proposition are that Mr. Le¬ 
Bus is to be psJd $24,000 for hisaervicea 
as president of the society for the years 
1907 and 1908 and ^15,000 from now un¬ 
til October 1. Under these conditions 
Mr. LeBus is to again assume control. 
It ia 8>id that since Mr. LeBus resigned 
some months ago the society had been 
losing ground and it was necessary that 
he be induced to accept the leadership 
again. To secure his services it was 
necessary to pay biro an acceptable j 
salary. At a meeting a few months qgo 
Mr. LeBus insisted upon a salary of 
$10,000 a year, which the society re¬ 
fused to pay. At that time he waa 
voted a salary of $5,000, and it is be¬ 
lieved his resignation waa a result of 
the failure of the society to pay the 
salary he wanted. The society an- 
nouncse that Mr. LeBus’salary does 
not come out of the proceeds of the 
farmer who pools hu tobacco, but ia 
paid from the fund accruing from the 
fees charged the buyer. There la a fee 
of |3 }>er hogshead charged against the 
purchaser of Burley tobacco from the 
pool of the society. 'Thia amount waa 
paid by the American Tobacco Company 
in its big deal with the society last 
year. _
